So then came the county 
picnics, that -were what the local ones had 
been, with tho added clement of a parade 
that was to do the frightening.

They n:fer confi- 
dently to the- Ian- ol'supply and demand, 
and yet place themselves in tho artitudo 
of insisting that il is solely a law of 
supply. But if onc'-hnlf the people \vho 
now eat beef should conclude lo eat an- 
other kind of meat, would that have 
liny effect on the price? Tho gold stand- 
ard expounders would no duobt insi=t 
that thero had been a sudden overpro- 
duction in beef. 


But, silver being u. money rnetnl, its 


value relates exclusively to its purchas- 
ing power. It is capab'le of demonstra- 
tion, and has been demonstrated tinio 
and ngiiin iu these columns by laeaus nf 


official figures, that no gold standard ex- 
pounder has ever uudertakeu to set aside, 
that the purchasing power of silver has 
not decreased by so much as half a oent 
in spite of the closing of the mints and 
the increased output of the mines. An 
ounce of it will buy just as much cot- 
tou, 
wheat, iron, calico and nil other 


staple commodities as it ever -would. It 
is only when we come to buy gold that 
\ve fiiid that a tremendous dislocation 
has occurred. This dislocation in made 
manifest whether we try to buy gold 
with silver, • or with cotton,.or wiiJi 
wheat, or with any staple product of 
human labor. 


Tho inevitable conclusion mnst bo 


that gold has doubled in value, and chat 
is what has occurred, (he difficulty in 
perceiving^ this being entirely duo to tLo 
fact that a-dollar is called 100 cents no 
matter how largely its purchasing power 
is increased. Measured by itself, gold 
appears to have remained stable, whilo 
everything clso has depreciated. Aa this 
depreciation would be an impossibility, 
wo know that-gold has'doubled in pur- 
chasing power, which, is all tho value 
that a money metal can possess. 


If an Atlanta man. returning home 


after n few mouths' absence should 
discover 
thnt tho Equitable building 


was twice us high, compnrud with tho 
surrounding structures, as it had been 
when ho wont away, what would hei 
conclude? He might fall into tho men- 
tal confniiou that has overtaken many 
men on the money question and go about 
wondering why all the buildings in At- 
lanta except the Equitable had shrunk 
to half their height. Ho might conclude 
that tbo land on which the city is built 
had sunk so as to leave only the Equi- 
table standing on level ground. But tho 
probability is that his ir.ind would seek 
the simpler and moro logical conclusion 
that the height of tho Equitable b;id 
been increased by lidding 12 stories to 
the original building. 


Tho reason that the arguments of tho 


bimetallists are irresistible in their 
force and unanswerable in their logic is 
because they are simple and easily un- 
derstood. Fundamental truth is always 
simple and is always in accord with 
common sense. This is why predictions 
made by bimetnllista 15 and 20 years 
ago have been fulfilled to the very let- 
ter. 


"Value is the result of tho natural 


law of supply and demand, "say tho 
gold standard expounders, but when bi- 
metallists rake them at their word they 
proceed to cut tho law in two. For iu- 
stoucc, they eny that gold has riot iu- 
c.'.cased in value, although tho demand 
for 1C hag been more than doubled. The 
public nucl private debts of Europe pre- 
vious to 1872 were payable in either 
silver or gold at the option of the debtor, 
but siuco that time they have been pay- 
able in gold alone. Does that increase- 
the demand for gold? If not, why not? 
Why, 
any 12-year-old hoy would know 


that the obligation of one metal as debt 
paying money would double tho demand 
and therefore tho value of tho metal 
tha t is retained to do duty for both. 


Therefore, we say, let the gold stc-jd- 


ard exponents stand by their proposition 
that the law of supply and demand is 
inevitable in its results, follow it out to 
its inexorable and logical conclusion 
and abide the consequences.—Atlanta 
Constitution.

Underlying the whole scheme ot-civ- 
ilization is the confidence men have In 
each other. Confidence in their honesty, 
confidence In thelrjnt'-^rlty, confidence 
In the Industry, conadt.<x;e In the tulure. 
1C we want silver coinage tomorrow, it 
we even debase our standard of value, 
men say that still you would have the 
same property you have today, you 
would still have the same soil, you would 
still have the same continent, and If Is 
true. But so dio. the Indian have.the 
same rivers that roll past our cities, 'and 
turn the wheels of commerce as they 
pass. So the mountains were.piled full 
ot mineral treasures 400 ye^-rs ago. The 
ca.mc atmosphere enwrappeH this conti- 
nent; the same soil covered the fields; 
the same sun shone In heaven, ancMyet 
there was none but tho savage pursuing 
the pathway of war through the traclc- 
less forestsL and the river bore uo single, 
living thing except the Indian In his 
canoe, pursuing a pathway of destruc- 
tion.

jiLinosphere, in the ripening rays of the 
sun, when the product of the soil Is mad" 
cheaper to him every day by the abun- 
dance of the harvest. It Is from his share 
In this bounty that the Populist wants 
lei exclude the American workman; to. 
:-.!in he says. In the, name of humanity, 
in the namt of progress,you shall neither 
prc-ss a. crown of thorns upon the brow ot 
labor, nor press a scourge upon his back. 
You shall not rob him of any one advan- 
tage, which he has gained t>y long years 
of study, of progress In the skill of his 
craft, and1 by the careful organization 
of the rr.umbers who work with'hlm at 
the bench. You shall not i*jscure the 
gulden prospects of a further improve- 
ment In his condition by a further 
cheapening of the cost of living, as well 
us by a further depreciation of the dol- 
lar which Is paid to him. The man who 
raises his hand against the progress of 
:h° worklngman raises his hand against 
V.irosperlty. He seeks to restrict the.vol- 
ume or production. He seeks to degrade 
the condition of the man who is steadily 
improving himself, and In his own im- 
provement is accomplishing the Im- 
provement of all mankind, but this at- 
tempt will fall. 


I do not regret this campaign. The 
time has come when the people of this 
country will show their capacity for selC- 
governnient. They will prove that men 
who have left the world in the pathway 
of progress will be the Jealous guardians 
of liberty and of order. They arc not 
to be seduced by appeals to their cu- 
pidity or 'moved by threats ot injury. 
They will forever guard, and Jealously 
guard, and trim the lamp of enlight- 
enment, uf progress. They will ever re- 
lentlessly press and crush under their 
heels the flaming torch of Populism, 
discontent, Populist agitation and Popu- 
list destruction. 
When this tide of agi- 


tation shall have passed—this tide of 
Populist agitation—this assault upon the 
common honesty and upon 
Industr;'
